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Buying Liners in Plant Bands 
Means Money in Your Pocket 


You save money buying plants in Plantbands as com- 
pared to plants from 214” clay pots, because: 


1. Plants in bands are moved by the flatful; plants 
in clay pots must be handled individually. Much 
labor is saved. 


2. Plants in bands are shipped in the bands; plants 
from clay pots must be knocked out and placed in 
paper pots. Expense is eliminated. 


3. Plants in bands arrive in good order because the 
bands hold them firmly together; being cubical in 
shape, they pack well. Potted plants, shifted to paper 
pots, pack loosely, and take a beating in transit. Losses 
are prevented. 


4. Plants in bands have nearly twice as much soil 
about the roots as does the usual 24” pot. They will 
ship farther, and still remain in moist condition. More 
losses prevented. 


5. Plants in bands transplant better, because of the 
large amount of soil about the roots. It holds moist- 
ure longer, insuring better stands. 


6. If plants in bands arrive at an inconvenient time, 
they can be set up in flats and left for indefinite per- 
iods before being planted. Plants from small clay pots 
must either be repotted or planted at once. 


7. Banded plants handle easily and quickly in the 
field. No pots to haul out, gather, and wash. It costs 
less to plant them. 


8. The plant bands we use are made of cypress. 
You can actually set them up in flats and carry 
them until August without repotting or rebanding. 
You can do more things with them with less cost.

JUNIPERS 


As a rule Junipers will not root early enough to 
be shipped in May with other liners. Pfitzers, 
Pfitzeriana nana, Savins, horizontalis, Sargents and 
von Ehron are slower than pfitzeriana compacta, dep. 
plumosa and hetzi. These slower rooting varieties 
will be forwarded later on most orders, and orders 
will be filled in the rotation received, as far as 
possible.

Method of Delivery 


Perennials from field will be shipped by parcels post 
or express. Plants in bands and pots will be de- 
livered by our trucks insofar as it is practicable. 
Nearly all sections of Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Maryland, Delaware, the northern half of Virginia, 
north-eastern West Virginia, the eastern half of 
Ohio and southern New York State are within our 
trucking area. Most forms of transportation are 
either too costly or too slow; and all are pretty - 
rough on plants in less than carloads. So we have 
made it a practice to deliver shipments of 1000 
potted plants or more, wherever it is at all possible. 
Even if your order is for less than 1000 plants in 
bands, if you are located so that we can group your 
shipment with others, truck delivery will be made. 
Our charges for delivery will be reasonable, and your 
plants will be handled carefully. 


On lots which cannot be handled by our own trucks, 
shipment will be made by Motor Express, Parcels 
Post, or Railway Express, whichever appears most 
advantageous for you. 











d POT STOCK 


Always, somebody insists upon larger plants than 
plant bands will accomodate. Therefore these plants 
in 3” pots. 


We transplant from plant bands to 3” pots, instead 
of 24%”, for several reasons. You can’t crowd a 2” 
plant band into a 2%” pot. And there would be no 
object in doing so. 2%” pots set close together 
wouldn’t give the tops any more room for develop- 
ment than the plants would have in plantbands. 
And there wouldn’t be as much room for roots in 
2%” pots as in plant bands. To develop nice tops and 
provide the needed root space, 3” pots are the ideal 
“shift” from plant bands.

Nearly everyone who produces stock in clay pots 
knocks the plants out and ships in paper shipping 
pots. We find it costs us as much for paper shipping 
pots and the labor for the knock-out process as it 
costs us for clay pots bought in large quantities. 
So we ship in the clay pots. Think of the conven- 
ience to you! Unpack the plants and place them 
where you want them until you are ready to plant 
them. No repotting and no “jam session” to get 
the plants in the ground right away.

Perennial Liners 
in Plant Bands 


Ah, here’s where we shine! We like to propagate 
perennials, and we like the very nice commentaries 
we get from many of our customers about these 
perennial liners. The plants look nice when they go 
out, they make an excellent impression when you get 
them, and that makes everybody happy. It is so 
simple for you to handle them. Just unpack them 
and set them up in flats so that you will have the 
varieties sorted. (Cases will be marked, plants 
labeled). Take the flat and all to the field, draw a 
furrow about 4” deep, drop the whole package, band, 
soil and all, in its proper place, press the soil 
against them, and the job is done. No pots, no 
shading, little cost, and no worries. 


They are shipped in the 2-inch bands, in about the 
same amount of soil as it takes to fill a 2%” pot. 
Actually they never know they have been moved. 
Just moisten them in the flat before you take them 
to the field, and that will give them all the moisture 
they will need to start.
